EDITORIALS 


A lot of commotion, and very little sense, is flying around 
Eisenhower's proposed $71.8 billion budget, the bigzest in 
our peacetime history. Somebody ought to be talking sense 
about the budget but not even the President, until recently, 
has done so. The President previously talked about his budget 
as if he wasn’t entirely sure he was for it. And in the Cabinet, 
Treasury Secretary Humphrey, while defending the budget 
to Congress with one hand, held his nose with the other and 
gloomed of a depression “that will curl your hair.” 

What happened, of course, is that senators and congre: 
men began jumping all over the budget and slashing at it with 
snickersnees. Styles Bridges, the Republican policy leader of 
the Senate, thought he could whack $3.3 billion out of the 
budget; Harry Byrd, the veteran Democratic economizer, said 
he could double that. 

Finally, a few days ago, the President did what he should 
have done in the first place—defended his budget as the best 
he could provide and still make good the promises of modern 
Republicanism and adequate national defense. But even 
the President did this, Humphrey's deputy, W. Randolph 
Burgess, cried that the budget ought to be cut at least $2 bil- 
lion. Once more the Administration seemed to have a split 
sonality on its budget. 

This could be very dangerous. Dwight D. Eisenhower is 
only five months away from an overwhelming mandate, yet 
his whole program is threatened with chaos and sabotage. If 
his budget is carved to pieces, so will his program h 

What is the truth about the budget? How do you talk 
sense about it? Let’s argue about it with plain reason.

SIZE Sure it’s big, but it certainly isn’t the sort of circus 
monstrosity the cartoonists are making it appear. Even if 
Byrd were right and the budget could be cut $6 1 that 
would be 9%. But a woman who has 9% too much fat could 
scarcely get a circus job as a freak. If the budget is bi 
the country—and it’s growing. Our income and indus 
output are growing so fast that in the last four years the 
budget has fallen from 20% of the gross national product to 
16%—and in a decade the size of the national debt has 
fallen 50% in relation to the gross national produc 
FAT Certainly there is some in it, as there is in every budget 
— including those of private business. But about $12 billion 
of the budget—chiefly interest and veterans’ pensions 
irreducible; that’s 17%. Of the remainder, $43 billion, or 
60%, is for national defense, including atomic. There is un- 
doubtedly water in defense, but even if, say, $2 billion of wa- 
ter could be found and squeezed out, there might still be good 
reason to spend all that and more on needs not now being met 

for instance on basic research now being slighted and on 
matching Russia’s growing production of engineers. 

But fat there is—and maybe where the squeeze ought to 
be applied hardest is on “Parkinsonism,” that trend for every 


LET'S TALK SENSE ON THE BUDGET 


bureau to proliferate (Lire, Feb. 4). A good measure of this 
is Senator Byrd’s discovery that fiseal “58"s budget calls for 
an increase of 76,000 federal employes over 1956. Holding 
employes at the old level could, according to Byrd’s calcu- 
lations. save about $400 million. 

SACRED COWS Some $3.5 billion, or 5%, is for farm sub- 
sidies of various hinds. Never has so much money been given 
away to so few unneedy people as our farm subsidies give to 
American farmers. If there is any economic monstrosity in 
the budget, this is it. Some $1 billion of this sum is for 
modern Republicanism’s efforts (via the soil bank) to re- 
duce the problem itself, But the rest is a built-in vested 
interest that Congress ought to root out but doesn’t dare. 
And the same applies to a big part of the $2 billion Public 
Works pork barrel. The pork barrel is the true test of a con- 
gressman’s fiscal conscience—and most of them flunk on 
this part of the exam. 

SITTING DUCKS Nearly all the economizers fire a double- 
barrel shotgun at 1) the $451 million aid for education and 
2) the $4.4 billion proposed for foreign aid. Eisenhower him- 
self has rushed to the aid of the first (“more important than 
our Nike batteries, more necessary than our radar warning 
nets”). Nobody in his right mind thinks the federal govern- 
ment belongs in the education business on a long-term basis. 
But the nation confronts a condition, not a theory—a condi- 
tion born of multiple national emergencies. The emergencies 
of depression, World War I and Korea, which held off the 
building of needed schools, is augmented by the phenomenon 
of a doubled birth rate. Already overcrowded schools are be- 
ing hit by a tidal wave which communities either cannot or 
will not meet without temporary federal financial aid. Such 
aid may be logically opposed, in principle, but congressmen 
who do so must be prepared to chance a national shambles 
in education a few years hence. 

As for foreign aid, if the economizers intend to cut it, 
they had first better talk sense about what it really is (see 
below). The truth is that there is less than $1 billion “give” 
in killing education aid entirely and in eliminating what is 
genuine foreign aid from the second item. Also, it would 
be very shortsighted economy to kill the already inadequate 
$252 million for urban renewal (slum rehabilitation), a small 
seed which can sprout tenfold in local expenditures for re- 
claiming the rotting cores of our cities as Well as helping 
ities get bigger tax revenues. 


That's the nub of it. The budget is not too big for our 
expanding economy. If, by efficient management, with con- 
tinued encouragement to business growth, we can hold the 
budget to this level and keep national income rising, the prc 
pect of bigger surpluses and eventual tax cuts will be bright. 
Let us have true economy, certainly (watch Parkinsonism) ; 
but let’s not stultify the economy by penny wisdom. 


WHAT FOREIGN AID IS—AND IS NOT 


The economizers are focusing their chief fire on the $4.4 
billion for “foreign aid” because, as the President observed, 
no pressure group is behind it. Among these critics: Repub- 
lican leaders Bridges and Knowland. 
Actually, more than half of this alleged a 
assistance, sent to such key bastions as Formo: 
Korea and Iran. Another $1 billion of it is “defense support,” 
economic props without which some of these bastions would 
collapse. If Bridges and Knowland want to abandon these 
areas to the Communists they had better speak up and say 


just that. Let Senators Knowland and Bridges talk sense 
about foreign aid—and not play cheap politics with it. 

Moreover, if the military parts of this so-called “aid” were 
moved into the defense budget where they properly belong, the 
$440 million actually going for genuine foreign aid (assist- 
ing in the economic development of have-not areas) would 
Jook small compared to the size of the challenge. So much 
so that, at long last, the U.S. might demand a world eco- 
nomic policy which would come closer to meeting the prob- 
lems of a hungry, uncasy and explosive globe.

A producer and writer 
who stages his own shows, Kovacs puts camera 
filters to fanciful uses (right), fits the pro 
himself before lining up the superimposed cam- 
era shots (left) which enable him to squint 
through a human head (preceding page).

All through TV there have been cries and whimpers of alarm over 
what is happening to comedy. Nobody was finding the comics very 
comical and they were losing audiences, sponsors and prized program 
times. Ernie Kovaes, with no regular show of his own. has not faced 
the test of a regular, bigtime program during this crisis of comedy and 
though he now seems inventive and fresh, his style, too, could pall. 

Good laughs—rich, full-bellied yoks and boffs—are also currently 
hard to find on the Broadway stage, in nightclubs, on radio and at the 
movies. To well-weathered showmen comedy has always seemed to 
have its fat and lean cycles, and they find no 
reason for alarm, But not so TV, For almost 
all of TV's 10-year history, the networks 
were convinced that comedy was what their 
vast audiences wanted most. When the 
viewers stopped laughing, the comedians 
themselves filled the air with conflicting 
views of just what was wrong. George Gobel, 
who will be teamed with Eddie Fisher on 
TV next fall, doubts that TV comedy is pos- 
too tough to do,” he admitted, 
n't come up with enough good jokes.

Radical concepts get B-58, first U.S. supersonic bomber, built in record time 
by DON SCHANCHE 


HE threatening silhouette shown on this page hurtling heaven- 

ward belongs to the first supersonic strategic bomber, with 
which the U.S, hopes to maintain its uneasy lead over the Soviet 
air force. Now undergoing an exhaustive test program, the B-58 
—the Hustler—holds beneath its thin fuselage and between its 
inboard jet engines the sharply pointed object which largely dic- 
tated the plane’s design and is its only reason for being—the long 
external “pod” which may contain a nuclear weapon. Released at 
supersonic speeds, the entire pod can be a missile plunging toward 
an enemy target. 

Although early tests indicate it may become—for an uncertain 
interval—something that will outclass any known interception 
which soon may be brought against it, the B-58 is not yet a fin- 
ished weapon. It will take a while still before all the elaborate 
internal mechanisms of this remarkable bomber can be “married” 
to each other in a perfectly articulated unit. But the fact that the 
Hustler is flying at all this year is even more remarkable. The feat 
was brought about by a pair of major aerodynamic discoveries and 
a new production concept which carried the plane from design to 
prototype with unparalleled speed. 

Its precise performance still largely cloaked in secrecy, the new

Convair bomber inadvertently had as its first victim a rival aireraft 
company. Ata recent press conference, Defense Secretary Charles 
E. Wilson made vague mention of the Hustler, remarking that 
“some people think” of the B-58 as a replacement for Boeing's 
now the nation’s number one long-range strategic bomber, 
Within the first two hours of trading the morning following the 
interview, Boeing stock dropped 42% points. 

Actually, if it literally replaces anything, the B-58 will super- 
sede Boeing's aging medium-range B-47 which is no longer in pro- 
duction anyway. But one engineer who worked on the Hustler 
from its inception frowns at calling the new bomber a replacement 
at all—"unless you mean in the same sense that the house re- 
placed the cave. There is a helluva gap between.” 

Educated guesses put the operating altitude of the B-58 at 60,000 
feet and its speed at 1,000 to 1,400 miles an hour. Many U.S, 
airmen doubt that Russia can bridge the gap between its own aerial 
defenses and the B-58 in the time between current tests and actual 
y of the airplane to Strategic Air Command wings.

the roughest and riskiest terrain in recent aviation history. More 
than once the whole project edged close to failure because of faulty 
experimental data or official skepticism. But, as with other new 
weapons, both luck and engineering genius— prodded by the in- 
exorable demands of the Air Force's strategic mission—finally 
brought the Hustler to its present state. 

The B-58 first took form as a serious Air Force project some- 
time during the Korean war, At the time the Fort Worth Division 
of Convair, the company’s bomber factory, had its back to the 

wall. It had developed and was building the B-36, but produe- 
ai of the huge bomber was almost at an end, And in a fiercel 
competitive bid to build a successor to the B-36, Convair had lost 
to Boein intercontinental B-52. So Convair officials were faced 
with the grim prospect of an empty production line and at least 
partial shutdown of the Fort Worth bomber plant. 


Hustler design wins contract 


HERE was one thing which could save Convair. On its drawing 

boards at Fort Worth was a radical new bomber which already 
had excited the Air Force into launching a new competition among 
plane producer, Boeing also was designing a new supersonic bomb- 
er and the Air Force had invited the two companies to bring their 
designs to the Air Development Center at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base in Dayton, Ohio. There they would offer a final sales 
pitch and one of them would emerge with a contract. 
Packing up more than two tons of data on the new design, 20 of 
pnvair’s top eng . led by Convair Vice President August 
Esenwein, manager of the bomber plant, prepared to head for 
Wright-Patterson on the mission so crucial to the company. Just 
before leaving, one of the engineers chalked a corny but apt warn- 
ing on a blackboard in a well-guarded office of the Fort Worth 
plan Roses are red, violets are blue, if Boe s this o1 
boys, you're through. 

For two days at Wright-Patterson the Convair men presented 
their case to the Air Force. Then they left to make way for the 
Boeing contingent. Behind them, in the conference room where 
the sales talk went on, the Convair engineers left a mysterious 
mahogany box, A plate on the outside said, “Preliminary Di 
Boeing Style.” 

Next day the Boeing men entered the same room with an Air 
Force group. One of its members opened the mysterious box, then 
reddened as Air Force officers peered at its contents. Inside, Con- 
vair engineers had pasted a magazine story which stated that th 
immensely complicated Boeing B-52 had been designed in a sin- 
gle weekend by a half-dozen Boeing engineers. The box also con- 
tained pieces of balsa wood and cardboard, glue. razor blades and 
toilet paper—a derisive suggestion that Boeing might need the 
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BOEING LAMPOON of Convair’s B-58, held by August Esenwein, head of 
Convair Fort Worth Division, was made of balsa, cigars and toilet paper. 
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material for another weekend design. Leaving the conference room 
after concluding their arguments, the Boeing men took the box 
with them. 

In Fort Worth a week later, while the Air Force was still mull- 
ing over its decision, Convair received a heavy package by air ex- 
press collect from Seattle, where Boeing is located. Packed under 
a quantity of concrete bricks thrown in for ballast and a higher 
express charge was a model of the new bomber design which Con- 
vair thought it had kept secret, It had heen carefully cut from 
the cardboard and balsa wood left in the mahogany box. Five-cent 
cigars were glued to the wings to represent engine nacelles. And 
stuffed in the nose, labeled “throwaway concept,” was a rolled 
wad of toilet paper, 

Although amused by the model. Convair men were more than 
a little disturbed by the evidence it gave of a first-rate industrial 
intelligence apparatus. The razor-carved model was very similar to 
the real B.58 design. And Boeing apparently had access to at least 
one secret Convair blackboard. Carefully inscribed on the toilet 
paper was the rhyme, “Roses are red, violets are blue, if yours 
looks like this one, you'd best try anew.” 

But, after weeks of suspenseful waiting, Convair got the B.58 
contract. The Air Force now decided the B-58 could never be built 
to schedule if it held to its standard practice of farming out a 
contract for the airframe to one company, then reaching through 
red-tape-cluttered government supply channels for complex equip- 
ment like the bomb-navigation, control and defense systems to 
fit inside. Instead, it was agreed, the B-58 would have to be built 
as an integrated un 

Convair was allowed to recommend how and where each piece 
of the weapon should be made. The result has been a saving of 
two years, perhaps three, in the time it took to bring the bomber 
from concept to initial production. 


New plan trims lead time 


HIS “lead” time between design and production has become 

increasingly important as bombers grow more complex. It took 
only 12 months to dev elop the World War II B-24, for instance, 
but the far more complicated B-52 was six years from concept to 
first flight, and the Strategic Air Command did not get its first B-52 
until three years after that. A two- or three- -year saving in lead 
time becomes tremendously important in view of the Russian feat 
of cutting lead time on development of their heavy, all-jet Bison, 
counterpart of the B-52, to four years. 

Another important result of this unit production philosophy, 
called Weapons System Management by the Air Force, is that the 
Hustler, with every piece of electronic and mechanical equipment, 
except the General Electric J-79 engines, designed specifically and 
exactly for her alone. probably contains as near-perfect internal 
systems as have ever been devised for a military airplane. If the 
B.58 does what her designers expect her to do, she will come

When Convair began work on the Hustler, little was known 
about supersonic flight except that some airplanes could a 
it for a short time, And U.S. airmen knew even less al 
most formidable jet-age barrier of all, the plane-melting tempera- 
tures which are generated by air friction at high speeds. 

"When we started, there were some superson arch aircraft 

ing,” sa Widmer, “but the data we got from them 
Were not vel They flew inefficiently at supersonic speeds 
and for only a few minutes at a time, seconds in some cases. The 
B.58 had to fly efficiently at those speeds for hours,” 

A thousand hours of testing in a supersonic wind tunnel indi- 
cated that the B-58 as then planned would fly well above 
of sound with ease, Equally important, the tunnel 
there would he no problem in slipping through the sound barrier. 
But these findings gave the eng 
which had been superst 
shock waves of compressed air as they appro: the speed of 
sound that they could push throu only by pouring 
on all the power they could muster, with a disastrous effect on 
their range. It was therefore surprising that a big bomber which 
needed even greater range should face no trouble where small, 
high-powered fighters were failing. 

To check the tunnel results, Convair decided to fly a scale model 
of the plane, Elaborate preparations were made at the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics’ testing range on Wallops 
Island, Va. A three-foot model was fitted with two powerful rock- 
ets and tiny electronic measuring devices to broadcast information 
on the flight back to recording equipment on the ground. 


Wind tunnel tests proved wrong 


HE first test ended in complete failure when one rocket mis- 

fired. On the second try the rocket-powered flight went 
smoothly, with the model describing a hig into the 
sky and down into the Atlantic. The Hustler's designers confident- 
ly i athered up the recording instruments and retired to digest the 
information they had received. It took more than a week of study 
before Convair became fully aware of two shocking facts that the 
test had brought out: 1) the B-58 as then designed could not fly 
above the speed of sound without sacrificing most of its range, 
and 2) the B-58 would never fly very well even below the speed 
of sound. 

Tt turned out that the data obtained from the supersonic wind 
tunnels—still new at the time—were completely misleading. A 
thousand hours of tests had been wasted because there was wind 
interference from the walls of the tunnel at supersonic speeds 
and because false currents were set up around the mounts which 
held the models in place. 

But at almost the precise moment that Convair engineers dis- 
covered that their data were incorrect, scientists at the National 
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Advisory Committee for Acronautics’ laboratories at Langley Air 
“orce Base, Va. and Moffett Field, Calif. independently arrived at 
two great discoveries which put life back in the Hustler. 

One of the discoveries was Area Rule (Lire, Nov. 21, 1955), 
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air ed at the speed of sound. As the body of the plane 
r nosed into the heavy shock wave, its cinched waist gave the wall of 
compressed air a momentary space in which to lose some of its 
Le compression or density. Then, like a thin-hipped boy scuttling 
through a hole in a fence, the plane could slip through this barrier. 
ther discovery, a less spectacular development of the 
NACA’s Ames Aeronautical laboratory, is called Conical Camber 
i i i Gn in i om It proved that by gently curling the feadin of a delta wing 
downward, drag is reduced and the plane's performance at speeds 
below that of sound is greatly increased. 

Applied to the B-58, the two new design rules completely re- 
versed the gloom brought by the misleading data produced by 

the 1,000 hours in the supersonic wind tunnels. 
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Hustler gets ‘honeycomb’ skin 


0 the problem of speed was solved. Now there was the problem 
of heat. The high speeds would create air friction which in 
turn would create enough heat to weaken the Hustler’s metal skin. 
“In planes which spend only brief periods at such high speeds the 
problem is not so great,” explains a Convair aerophysicist. “It 
is like dipping a piece of paper in a tank of water. If you pull 
it out quickly, the paper does not soak up much water. But if 
you leave the paper in the tank for a while, it will soften and 
finally disintegrate.” * 
The same thing happens to metals saturated with friction- 
produced heat. Part of the answer lay in air conditioning, and the 
B.58 has a system powerful enough to cool a 30-story office 
building on the hottest summer day. ‘This was not enough, An 
insulator had to be found which, to use the engineer's analogy, 
would keep the metal from soaking up too much heat. At the same 
time this insulation had to be lightweight and thin or the airplane 
would grow to grotesque proportions. 
onvair and other U.S. plane producers had for some time bi 
ith a new metal structure called “sandwich panel” 
It consists of two thin sheets of metal pressed, 
like the pieces of bread in a sandwich, over a layer of honeycombed 
material. But no one had discovered a “glue” strong enough to 
Anywhere ...any weather... the coat hold the sandwich panels together under I ivsarereicn att 
you'll live i both low and high temperatures which some parts of the B-58 
would face. Seeking such an adhesive, Convair went to the Shell 
Development Company which was working on a new substance 
for bonding metals, Shell finally produced a metallic glue which, 
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it had a tough new material for airplane structure. It was better 
able to resist buckling and strain under the tremendous pressures 
of high-speed flight. And by constructing many parts of the air- 
plane, even such basic units as the wing, with sandwich panels, 
the engineers eliminated so many braces, rows of rivets and ridge- 
lines of welded joints that they saved at least a ton in the total 
weight of the B-58. Moreover the use of bonding instead of welds 
and rivets left the surface of the Hustler as smooth as polished 
silver. And the honeycomb was an ideal insulator, which could 
reduce heat absorption by as much as 100°. 

But even after solving these almost overwhelming technical 
problems, the Hustler’s builders faced still another formidable 
barrier. The Secretary of the Air Force, the late Harold Talbott, 
along with engineers at Wright Air Development Center, did not 
believe the Hustler would do what its designers claimed. Talbott 
argued: 1) that the Hustler would not have the range its design- 
ers predicted; and 2) that once the B-58 reached its bomb drop 
point, if it ever got that far, it could never separate from its throw- 
away bomb pod at speeds above that of sound. 

To settle the issue, Talbott appointed a board of investigation 
headed by Lieut. General (then Major General) Clarence S. Irvine, 
which was to decide whether the entire B-58 project should be 
scrapped. 

The board heard arguments from Convair and from the skep- 
tical Wright development lab engineers. According to the proved 
performance of hundreds of airplanes they had tested in years of 
wind tunnel research, the Wright lab men said, the B-58 might 
fall more than a thousand miles short of the range Convair pre- 
dicted. They conceded that there was no way to know for certain 
until the Hustler actually flew, but after watching other less spec- 
tacular airplanes develop from test to long-range flight they were 
confident Convair was wrong. If this was so, the B-58 would be 
of little use to the Strategic Air Command, which must have 
roughly 10,000 miles range to target and back in order to hit any 
place in the world. 

Convair argued that no matter how good the hundreds of past 
tests were, none of them was run on the B-58, a radical new design 
from nose tip to tail, Such a supersonic bomber, said Convair, 
cannot be tested the same as, or even compared to, a 300-mile-an- 
hour transport. 

‘The traditionally impartial NACA backed the Convair engineers 
by telling the Irvine board that it had never tested a manufacturer's 
model as efficient as the Hustler. 


First tests fulfill promises 


B" the Air Force itself advanced the argument which probably 
won the case. When the development contract for the Hustler 
was given to Convair, it was explained, all of the nation’s aerial 
eggs had in effect been tossed in one basket, There was no other 
supersonic bomber under development, Certainly the designs Boe- 
ing had worked out during the original competition for the B-58 
contract were still around, but it would take years to bring them 
up to the state of development which the Hustler had reached. 

To answer Talbott’s second suspicion, that the Hustler and her 
throwaway load could not be wrenched apart at high supersonic 
speed, the Irvine board could find no one who did not believe the 
concept was perfectly sound. 

So the Air Force board returned to Talbott with the powerful 
recommendation that the B-58 project continue, despite mild res- 
ervations on the question of range. Relieved of immediate threats 
to the program, Convair went ahead in building a still-undisclosed 
number of Hustlers—under the terms of their initial production 
contract publicly announced in October 1954. 

In all of its tests so far, the Hustler has met or exceeded its 
designers’ predictions. Speed, as an example, is even higher than 
expected. When reports of this leaked out a few weeks ago, an 
undoubtedly apocryphal story which said that the bomber had 
actually outraced a Lockheed F-104, the world’s newest and fastest 
interceptor, began to circulate. No such speed race has been held 
but the story illustrates the awe with which some flyers now view 
the new plane. 

And on the basis of these early tests, a number of officers who 
were formerly skeptical about the Hustler have become enthusi- 
astic. A demonstration of the urgency of the bomber’s test pro- 
gram occurred last month when the Air Force, faced with the ne- 
cessity of getting a model of the B-58 to Wright-Patterson in Day- 
ton, modified an old B-36, strapped the Hustler airframe to its 
belly and flew it from Fort Worth to Dayton. To have flown the 
B.58 on its own power would have retarded engine tests then going 
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on at Fort Worth. So the engines were left behind and the airframe 
was rushed by air without them, 

But the fate of the bomber still hangs on range, and that has 
not yet been completely tested. Because of its small size, it is ob- 
vious that the Hustler will have to rely on aerial re! ueling if it is 
to fly the 10,000 miles to and from most likely strategic targets. 
Just how many refuelings it will need is the Air Force’s major con- 
But if it can get that much range on a single refueling, it 
is pratbly a cinch to go into production. 


Superiority not permanent 


RTAINLY the men who designed the bomber are confident 
bout its future, and Test Pilot B. A. (“Erik”) Erickson, 
the first man to fly the new bomber, shares their confidenc 4 
son takes a matter-of-fact approach to the hot new Hustler, Just 
before his first flight in the B-58, Erickson said, "My feelings are 
just what I imagine they would be if I were opening a big new 
department store. I would get everything ready, then I would 
throw open the doors. If people came pouring in and bought things, 
business would be good.” 

The fact that Erickson is still flying the B-58 indicates that busi- 
ness looks good. Perhaps his undramatic approach to the B.58 
comes from a resigned knowledge that no matter how good busi- 
ness is, it will never let him or anyone else in the military aviation 
industry relax long enough to enjoy the brisk trade. The enemy, 
like the store across the street, is undoubtedly already trying to 
devise something to knock the B-58 down. And engineers will have 
to come up with a product that will outperform the device that 
overcomes the Hustler. 

But that time may be years away. Hopefully crossing his | 
fingers, one of the engineers said, “So far as we know today, 
there is nothing off the drawing boards anywhere in the world 
that can beat the Hustle
